The general drift of the social: move- 
ment at:present is undoubtedly toward 
a greater emphasis of social duty and 
social solidarity.

If, on’ the other hand, 
socialism —-were> forced_on- society; “it 
could not succeed unless the general 
bent of morality were far beyond what 
mankind has reached in actual life. 

~“ Tt is true that the highly moral en- 
vironment. which the adherents of so- 
cialism claim it would produce would, 
if actually realized, react on character 
and produce better men. The trouble 
is that the controlling authority would 
have exactly the same faults as its sub- 
jects; its advocates tacitly assume that 
they could manage society better than 
the..majority of those who compose 
it, when they themselves have the 
same faults as the majority. Here, 
then, is the fundaméntal error of so- 
cialism from the philosophical stand- 
point; it assumes that faulty character 
“can 80 organize gitself socially as to 
get out of itself a conduct which is not 
preportionately faulty.’ _ Altruism, 
which socialism advocates, is good; 
bat it must be a real, not a formal, 
altruism. It must be attained in the 
method taught by Christ, ‘Be ye per- 
fect.” “If the light that is in thee be 


“darkness, how great is that darkness!” 


Moreover, as has so often been pointed 
out, the unity that socialism would pro- 
duce would be gained at the expense 
of liberty. This would be # surrender 


of the class must be sought in the im- 


provement of its members: Men, in- 


dividual men, are the subjects. with 


which we must work, the units we 


must seek to change. The aim should 
be to raise » whole class through the 
improvement of the individuals of the 
class; that is, the uplifting of the whole 
class should be the ultimate aim, that 
of the individuals who compose it the 
means. We should work for the im- 
provement of the pauper class, for in- 
stance, 80 that it shall be made to. dis- 
appear, and not merely to save isolated 
individuals from it;. yet that purpose 
can be attained only as we reciaim the

“Next tortie spread of-the--feeling- 
social duty, the most hopeful sign of 
the ‘limes is the present wide systematic 
study of society. -The production of 
the two movements is part of the debt 


we owe to the agitation of the higher 


socialism. The ideas of unity of social 
interest-and of —mutual-social-duty, 
adopted therefrom by, those who be- 
lieve the best method of reform to be 
through the ethical improvement of 
the individual, have given rise to vari- 
ous special movements for their realiza- 
tion. There is room to mention only 
two or three of the best of these: Siate 
action, charity organization, systematic 
criminology, and settlements for-gen- 
eral social improyement. 

One of the most maiked of .the lines 
of drift of public opinion is seen iti the 
demand for an increase of ‘the func- 
tions Of the state. Shall the National 
Government own the telegraphs and 
the railroads? Shall municipalities own 
and manage street railways and street 
lighting plants?

This their founders logically try to do 
by living among the people whom they 
seek to reach; .that. is, they build up 
around the people a new environment. 

We may then summarize present ten- 
dencies in social reform by saying that 
the general drift is toward a more gen- 
eral recognition and practice of social 
duties, the spread of the feeling of re- 
sponsibilily for one another;. that this 
is manifesting itself in a demand for a 
readjustment of the spheres of. the 
state and the individual, especially in 
industry, and in the ‘spread of educa- 
tional philanthropy; that the tendency 
in the improvement of the so-called 
unfortunate classes is to raise the class 
as such rather than to improve select 
individuals in it; and that for the at- 
tainment of these ends the’ methods 
intelligently selected are to give free 
play to natural forces and laws in chan- 
nels, and within limits, carefully de- 
termined beforehand. The outlook is 
therefore hopeful.-The process is stow; 
but the slow way has been God’s way 
hitherto, and now that He is giving us 
light to help further His divine plans, 
we will do well to imitate Him 1n all 
ways that wecan..

ORDINATION OF REY. FRANK R. SHIP- 
MAN TO THE MINISTRY AND IN; 
STALLATION AS PASTOR OF 
THE SOUTH CHURCH. 


The South Church, which has been 
without a regular pastor for over a year, is 


who gives every promise of being an able 
leader. Reference, of course, is made to 
Rey. Frank R. Shipman, whose ordina- 
tion and installation as pastor of this 
well-known church occurred on Wednes- 
day. . 


The Rey. Frank R. Shipman was born in Hart- 
ford, Conn., February 15, 1862, He is the eldest 
son of Hon. Nathaniel Shipman, L.L. D., ‘Judge 
of the United States Circuit Court of appeals: 
His mother is a sister of the Hon. Henry €. Rob. 
_inson, ex-Mayor of Hartford, director of the N, 

Y.N.H.& H. Railroad, and.a leading member of 
the Connecticut bar, fs 
Mr. Shipman was educated at the public schools 
of his native city and ‘was graduated from the 
Hartford High School in 1881, He entered Yale 
University, was class orator at the Junior exhi- 
bition, one of the editors of the Yale Literary 
Magazine, and was graduated A. B. in the class 
of 1885, After studying law at his father’s office, 
he‘entered the Yale Divinity School in 1887, from 
which be graduated in.188d, While a student of 
divinity he was invited by the Rev. Dr- 
George Leon Walker, pastor of the Centre 
Church; to become his assistant, which position 
he held.for three and a half years, until Dec. 1, 
1892, when he resigned: A month later he- went 
to England, pursued a course of study at Oxford 
University, traveled in Europe and returned 
home in August, 1893, is 

Mr. Shipman has two brothers and a sister. 
The Shipman family come of good, old Connecti-- 
cut ancestry. "Mr. Shipman’s grandfather was 
Thomas L. Shipman, a celebrated divine, wel! 
known in the state as’ “Father Shipman,”-and 
his great grandfather, Judge Nathaniel Ship- 
man, was judge of the county court of Norwich 
for many years. ~ % 


The* council for the examination of 
the candidate met at 8 o’clock in the 
church, and there was also quite a large 
number of spectators. Dr. Danaof Lowell 
called the council to order and the or- 
ganization was completed by the choice 
of Rev. W. E. Wolcott of Lawrence as 
moderator and Rev. A. W. Hitchcock of 
Newburyport scribe. Of the sixteen 
churches invited, fourteen were repre- 
sented in the council by pastor or dele- 
gate, or both. They were as follows: 
First and Pearl Street Churches of Hart- 
ford; Belleville, Newburyport; Lawrence 
Street and TYinity,; Lawrence; First, 
High, and: Kirk Street, Lowell; Tewks: 
bury; First Church, Methuen; Trinita- 
rian, North. Andover; Free, West, and 
Chapel of Andover. Rev. J. J. Blair and 
Howard A. Bridgman of the Congrega- 
tionalist were also present by invitation. 
The records of the church and parish 
relating tw. the call of Mr. Shipman were 
réad by Dea. George Gould and E..K. 
Jenkins. Also the letter of acceptance. 
The candidate then spoke of his personal 
religious experience and afterwards pre- 
sented a written statement—of his doc- 
trinal and theological views, which were 
considered moderately progressive and 
very satisfactory The opportunity being 
given the jcouncil to examine him on 
these views, the candidate was pretty 
thoroughly questioned by a number of 
divines, but in -all-cases he was ready 
with a satisfactory answer, and showed 
himself to be a man of positive convic- 
tions. Upon motion of Rev. ‘C. H.Oli- 
phant of Methuen, the council then went 
into executive session, when the exami- 
nation was decided to be satisfactory, 
and it was voted unanimously to ordain 
Mr. Shipman, After reporting to the 
church, the council adjourned. until. 7 
o’clock. a. : 

At 5.30 o’clock supper, prepared by the 
ladies of the church, was served in the 
vestry by the well-known caterer, H. C. 
Tanner of Haverhill. Covers were laid 
for 200, and the tables presented a very 
pretty appearance. ‘ 

A large and interested congregation 
gathered at the public services of ordina- 
tion and installation in the evenidg,. Ex, 
cellent music was furnished for the occa- 
sion by the Trinity Chureh quartetté of 
Lawrence. _ After the reading of the min- 
utes of the council by Howard A. Bridg- 
ian, invocation was ‘given by Rev, F. A. 
Wilson of the Free’ Church, and Prof, 
Churchill of the Seminary read from the 
Seriptures. The: installing ‘sermon by 
Rev.. George L. Walker, D.D., of Hart- 
ford was a scholarly and eloquent effort. 
His text was Luke ix. 60, “Go thou and 
-preach-the kingdom: of-God2?— ~~

It surely ought to be an easy transition 
from a “ charge to the pas to an ad- 
dress to the people who are to constitute 
his flock, and it may have occurred to the 
arrangers of the evening’s order of exer- 
eises when they conferred upon—me the 
double honor in the distribution of parts, 
that by: having the “charge” and the “ad- 
dress” from a single source these might be 
made like righteousness and peace, to kiss 
each otherand perhaps contribute somewhat 
to the permanency of this pastorate. 

You cannot but feel, my beloved, ever 
beloved people of the South Church, that 
I share with you in all that. is impressive, 
significant and anticipatory in the - delight- 
fal union which is now consummated be- 
tween you and your young minister, and it 
wou'd be sheer affectation were I to suf 
press every emotion and scrupulously avoid 
every personal allusion, as Ishould expect 
to do if this were Kamchatka or Kalama- 


zoo. - * 

As [left this pulpit one bright Septem- 
ber day in 1892, after wearily conducting a 
service which I was physically unable to 
perform, it did not enter into my imagina- 
tion even, that my work as pastor of this 
church had ended, or that my next ap- 

ance here would be in connection with 
the ordination of my successor. Yet, I-am 
not aware of making any mental reservation 
or of refusing to attend to the most sensi- 
tive movements of conscience when I say 


hint who now has the right to preach the 
gospel unto you, and no congratulations 
can exceed in heartiness and sincerity 
those I offer you concerning the man you 
have chosen to be an example to you and 
your children. The good hand of God was 
upon usin an hour-when it seemed not 
good that his hand should separate us, 

We are gathered here, however, not for 
retrospect but:for prospect.| The hour de- 
mands of you the forward look. This oc- 
casion is an indisputablé‘witness that you 
have voluntarily and gladly assum d a new 
responsibility ; it is a reminder of enlarged 
opportunity ; it- stands for the advahce- 
ment and increase of the church of Jesus 
Christ. The carefulness of your search for 
a minister and the thoroughness of your in- 
vestigation into his adaptation to the place 

rove the loftiness of your aim and the no- 
ility of your purpose. 

One desire we have the fight to suppose 
has supreme sway over your mind at the 

resent hour; namely, “success in church 
life and chureh work.” And I would use 
my privilege to-night to remind you, with 
becoming brevity, of certain conditions: es- 
sential to the realization of this desire. 
Much is gained at the‘outset in the relation 
between pastor and people, if the Christian 
men and women'in the parish possess a 
clear or adequate conception of the true 
functions of a church. - As an organization, 
it is @ protest against the monastic idea 
and selfishness of individualism. Its gaem- 
bers are grouped around the hearthstone of 
God as one family. It provides manifold 
social opportunities and promotes the best 
fellowship , even the communion of saints; 
yet its primal and distinctive office is not 
social; its life cannot be described as ‘a kind 
of club life. 

Nor is its chief end to act as custodian 
of traditions of doctrine or‘ofconduct, and 
to preserve in perennial freshness the mem: 
ory of celebrated men who once conducted. 
its affairs but are now busy in other worlds 
than ours. A church will be likely to. de- 
feat the purpose of its creation by a too 
prolon e into its past history, how- 
eyer illustrious and honorable such history 
may be. The true worth of its past record 
to. any church consists in its-power to im- 
part enthusiasm and inspiration to present 
action. The living church of .Jesus Christ 
seeks to know tlie duty of the immediate 
hour and to take its place in to-day’s field 
of conflict where it shall bear the standard 
of its king. It is also only a partial truth 
to assert that the chiireh is organized for 
spiritual nurture and worship. 

The larger thought is of the ehurch as 
an embodied Christ. Through it her pres- 
ence and life are to be perpetuated in the 
world. It takes its place in the. twentieth 
century as the Saviour of the race who’ is 
“come to seek and to save the lost. It gives 
perpetual vigor to that wonderful message 
which carries hope to every out-reaching 
inquiring spirit: “God so loved the world 
that he gave his only -begotten Son that 
whosoever believeth in him might not per-

which she languished from: Nov. 28 to 
Dee,-17,- 1898, and. then died. The jury. 
find that Prawda, by the manner and 
means aforesaid, killed and. murdered 
Mrs. Meyer. 

: The Arrest. 

Immediately after the jury had ren- 
dered its verdict, Deputy Sheriff Buck- 
nam proceeded to the Grand Trunk rail- 
way, on Which Prawda was employed as 

a section hand and arrested him. 

Prawda was not surprised, as he has 
known for some time that he was sus- 
pected of the crime, He was brought to 
Portland jail, and will be arraigned before 
Judge Gould. His counsel is George H.. 
Allan of Portland. 

Shooting Was Mysterious. =

on.theevening of. Novy...28. 
last. Mrs. Meyer lived-in a lonely house, 
near the Cumberland tine, with her 
daughter, Mrs. Prawda, and her son-in- 
law, Augustus Martis Prawda. She was 
sitting near her chamber window, whena 
gunwas discharged outside, and a bullet 
struck her in the cheek and jaw, inflict- 
ing a wound from which the old lady died 
Dec. 17. "

moment after the shooting and asked his 
wife what the explosion was. Just then 
the old lady was heard moaning up stairs, 
and both rushed up stairs.

Canadians Want to See No Change In the 
Wilson Bill, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Information re- 
ceived here indicates that the Canadian 
government is taking no chances, and is 
at work to secure the retention of lumber 
on the free list in: the Wilson bill. The 
opposition of certain interests to placing 
lumber on the free list has aroused the 
Canadian government, and Mr, Courtney,

sent here. The argument that is being 
used to overcome the opposition to free 
lumber is that, in case this provision is 
eliminated from the Wilson bill; an ex- 


_port duty will be levied by the Canadian 


government on logs and lumber. 

Logs are now on the free list by the law 
of 1890, as well as the law of 1883. In 
other words, the Dominion government 
has now taken the position that if the 
United States reftises to admit sawed 
lumber free, it will deprive the United 
States mills of the benefit of free Canadian 
logs. The Wilson bill has a provision in 


it supplementing the -lumber schedule-to 


the effect that free lumber will not be 
operative as against countries imposing: 
an export duty on lumber.

‘ton into custody. Left station house to 
guard premises at the village, found Offi- 
cer Harris had arrived there and was tak- 
ing notes and collecting evidence. Took 
charge of premises at 2 p.m. and remained 
until examination, Medical Examiner 
Howe arrived about 2.30 o’elock and: or- 
dered the remains taken to Colby’s un- 
rooms,.--Lawrenee,----for—an.

OFFICER HARRIs’S STORY,

He boarded the 830 electric car which 
arrives at Nason’s Corner at 9 p.m. So 
it is reasonable to suppose that he was 
at home considerably before 9.30 o'clock 
After inducing Wilton to ride Mr. Stev- 
ens called at Dr, Weil’s office to send him 
to the house, then sought Chief of Police 
Robinson who was not at home. He then 
sought-Officer Harris who used strategic 
means to detain Wilton until help arrived. 


IN COURT. 
A preliminary hearing occurred Tues- 


Weil, District Attorney Moody and Offi- 
cer Hartis representing the Common- 
wealth, and Attorney DeCourcey of Law- 
rence appeared for Wilton. 


Dr. Frank Edward Weil testified to 
circumstances connected with his attend- 
ance upon the wife and daughter profes- 
sionally Saturday and Sunday, and to as- 
sisting at the autopsy Monday and his 
concurrence with the medical examiner's 
report, 

Medical Examiner O. T. Howe testified 
to facts revealed by the autopsy made at 
fg, 3 undertaking rooms, 
Mo} 
port said, “I further declare it to be my 
‘opinion that said Emily E. Wilton came 
to her death from apoplexy caused by 
external injuries.”” The only evidence 
of external injury was the wound on the 
head near the left ear. Removing the 
bones of the skull and taking: out brain 
an. effusion of clotted and liquid blood 
was found at the base, there was also a 
slight discharge of blood from inside of 
ear, Yu 
Hugh Soraghan’s collation of facts tal- 
lied well with these which he negara 
furnished the TownsMAN, e@ was a 
ba important witness. 

atrick Richardson, another boarder, 
an ice cutter for Ed. Adams, was called; 
his testimony was important in that he 
saw the quarrel of Sunday morning at 8 
o'clock, when Wilton struck his wife on 
the left side of the head with a pitcher, 
she having used impvoper language. 
‘This was the first blow-which a rs ‘to 
have been struck, and from this time 
‘‘wigiy and profane words and’ blows in- 


son lifted Mrs. Wilton’s body from the 
floor and placed it on achair, but did not 
know that life was extinct. His other 
testimony substantiated that of Sora- 
ghan. Both testified to hearing a sound 
as of blows and punches being given 
during the noon hour in the dining room 
quarrel. , 


Mr Sam Dale Stevens testified to cir- 
cumstances relating to the finding of 
Wilton and delivering: him to the officers, 
and to conversation with himin which he 
first denied then afterward admitted 
trouble with his wife at the house a short 
time before. 


Eliza Nason ‘was in Wilton’s house Sat- 
urday evening before’ and after supper, 
acting in a neighborly way} was sent for 
on account of daughter's illness. Wilton 
brought jug of whiskey from bedroom; 
saw him and his wife) drink. Mrs. Al- 
teena D. Mackie, a neighbor who was 
also in the house Sattrday evening, con- 
cluded. from actions’ both had been 
drinking. 


The witnesses were cross examined by 
Mr..DeCourcey who Jater argued that the 
charge of murder to which Wilton had 
hitherto plead not guilty be substituted 
by that of manslaughter, and the prison- 
er admitted to: bail. 

Dist. Attorney Moody however would 
not agree to the proposition and Esquire 
Weil finding that probable cause had 
been shown, ordered that Wilton be com- 
mitted without bail to await the. action 
.of the Grand Jury at Salem, Jan. 22. He 
thought this action would both ser've the 
interests of the community and;the pris- 
oner. Officer Harris placed Wilton. in 
Lawrence jail, Tuesday afternoon. Wil- 
ton is @ member of Hearts of Oak Lodge, 
United Brothers Lodge, I.0.0.F., and 
Sons of St. George! of Lawrence. 


The funeral of Mrs. Emily E.: Wilton 
occurred from her late home, White Row, 
Tuesday afternoon at 3.30 o'clock, Rev. 
A. H. Amory officiating. .Thére were 
several floral tributes. She was a mem- 
ber of a lodge. of Pilgrim Fathers 
in Lawrence, Messrs. Donald McKinnon 
of town, G, E. C. Murry, Geo. E, and W. 
F, Wilton, of Boston, were bearers,
